The husband, Ernest E. Birdsall,
related to police that he and his
wife had retired about 8 o'clock
Sunday night. About 11 o'clock
he awoke and found Mrs., Bjrdsall
had left the house. He went out
to look for her, but failed to locate
her where he had expected te do

went to bed, No news of her
whereabouts was secured until
police called him late in the after-
noon to claim his wife's body.
